NEWS FROM EUROPE.

Emperor Napoleon Besives to Withdraw
from Mexico

New Yorx, January 16.—The steamship Bo-
rugsia, from Southampton on the 27th wlt, ar
rived at this port this morning, Her advices
huve been andeivated.

The Paris letter of the Herald says:—The Em:
peror and his Cabinet are carvefully studying the
meang of withdmwing from Mexico honorably,
and with as Little lose of orestige as possible,
The Emperor i8¢esirous of do nz 2o by the month
of May, il allowed by his own free w'}ll. and not
under menasce,

Panis, December 26.—1 have frequently stated
ol late that the Emperor was not only anxious
to get out of Mexico, bul was preparing to do
£0. Newspaper corrcspondents are, 1 am sware,
sometimes given to “‘talking at large,” and in-
dulging in very unmeaning gencralities upon
rolmrul topics, 1 am now prepared, however,
o risk any reputation I may have as a historian
and n prophet upon the expression of the
opinion that the Emperor and his Cabinel ave
now buelly engaged upon a carelul study of the
means ol withdrawing from Mexico, honorably,
aud with the logs of as litile prestige us possible,

From the Emperor down the French Govern:
ment has come to the conclusion that the at-
tempt In Mexico is a failure, and that Maximi-
lisn is a failure, and It awalts now only an op-
portunity to withdraw its troeps und its support
irom the Mexican empire. The Emperor, how-
ever, very naturally desires that he shall be
allowed to do thisof his own free will and accord,
uud not under a mensce; and he is also desirous
that the interesis of French subjects in Mexico
shall be protecled and gudaranteed, These mal-
Lers tuke time to arrange, but they are in pro-
cess of wrangement, and the Emperor is him-
sell desirons chat the promizge made in May Inst
by M., Rounter shull be tulfilied to the letter, that
the French troops shall be withdrawn
within one year from that time, It now depends
greatly upon the aetion of your Government and
people whether this promise shall be fultilled or
not, ‘“‘Masterly inactivity” is for the next few
months theltrue policy for yon to exereise with
regard to Mexleo,

The Benate and Corps Legisiatif will, it i« suid,
now be convened for about the first of February,
and it 18 not impossible thacthe imperial address
may contain an intimation of the Emperor's
Mexican policy abeve given. Still it may not;
but, whether or not, will not in the elightest
degree affect the scouracy of the statement |
have made,

WAR WITH THE UNITED STATES NOT DESIRADLE,

It is evident that
General Weltzel and the teoops onder his com-
uinnd cannot be more badly disposed towards the
Mexican empire and the French ocoupation, and
thut our peoplée on our side, by & just reciproeity,
are nt the end of their patience. *'I have great
diflioulty,” is the report of Lisutenant La Bodol-
Here, “in restraining my men and preventing
them from firing upon the American baok. [ have
given orders notto fire in any case; nnd tuis ordor
Lins boen oroyed.”

The Question of Equalization—in-
teresting Report from the Pay-
master-Ceneral, Ete.

WasmsoroN, January 15.—General Sehenck,
Chafrman of the House Military Committes, re-
cently addressed o lerter to the Secretary of
War, nsking for informstion concerning the
amount that wounld probably be requoired 10
equalize the bonnties of all volunteers during
the Robellion. The 8 aretary replied by inclosng
1eports drom the Frovost MarshaliSenerul and
the Paymaster-General, which yeveal some very
startline staustice, General Fry, after caretul
investigation, reports that 1,722,680 enlsted men
have réceived bounties, ae follows:—

Mter reverting 1o these alarming figures,
Geuemnl Fey adds: =T will take the liberty of
ron:indinge the Becrelnry of War thad the forego
Ing inquiries and answers relate only to the ex-
penditure that would result trom an attempt to
eqtialize the hounties of the General Government,
and if this object were atwined even at the enor-
mous cosl chown above, it would be bul o var-
tinl ndvance towards equalizing all the bounties,
Government, state, and loeal, which have heen
paid 1o wen lor enlisting during the Robellion,
The solject of requiring tue General Govern
ment to pssume all the bounties paid is glrendy
discussed, and il atirmatively decided, the pre-
gent altempt w equal.ze Government bonnties,
it carried out, would éstablish s precedent for o
turiber equabigalion at the expense ol the Goy-
eroment of all bounties, and (his would cost
probably thousande of millions, instead of hun-
dreds of miltions, T feel justitia in saying that
in either atterapt to equalize, but & swall frac
tion of the money will ever reach the soldicrs
{1 whom it 32 mtended.”

Paymaster-Goueral Brice, in his report 1o the
Becretary of War, also trunsmitted, furnishes
tables corroborating the figures of Geperal Pry,
und makes we following Toreible arcument
ueninst the project:—

“The sums estimnted ne necessary to nccoms-

lish the end proposed, il even reduced by one-
ialt, give un amount of mouney sufliciently enor-
wous and startling from 8 proportions to
awaken the gravest considerntions us to the ex-
pediency of the mewsure, i) indeed, 1t can be
regavded al all practicable at the present crisis
without entailing tinsnel ruin. It cannol be
urged in such view ot the consequences taat the
messure is expedient.

““Nor can it any more bo claimed that justice
Lo the soldier demands 1t, Al enlisted during
the war have received the bounty allowance lor
which they coutracted nt the begiuning when
volunteers pressed upon the service even bayond
the demands of the Government. The bounty
allowance of one hundred dollurs for two years!
faithiul eervice was quite adecquate to the con.
dition of things at that time. Recruits at that
dey were nutried, and had seen no previousger-
vice, Hobsequently, in & specsl emergency,
rapld recruitments becsme necesaarcy, and
the great value of tried soldiers of ex-
perienee  fand  whose physical  sufliciency

ad been tested, so commended itself to the
Government that the inducement wans wisely
otfered of three bundred dollars additional to
the veteran soldier whe should re-enhst, and
two hundred dollurs to the recruit who should
enlist in & veteran organivation. It would seem
poor justice 1o these veterans who responded to
the call of the country in the time of her
greatest emergency, to bring up all clagses of
soldlers to :'E:ir level of bounty allowances,
lgnoring all distinction between those who
served a livonted period and returned to thewr
homes, and thoge who by re-enhstment dedicnted
to the country their continued services at ereat
|m1('im3m! sacrifice till the fghting should be
ended,

*It is cortain that to a greater extent thau is
now apprehended, such a legislation will ioure
to the benefit of speculating adventurers all over
the lund, who have been buying soldiers’ dis-
charges with a view to such anticipated legisln.
tion, and who are uow, dounbtless, covertly
pressing its consummation. The I bouunty
sllowances thus far given, spite of the careful
vigilance and scrutiny of the officers of this de-
purtment, have led frauls incalculable. It
cennot be doubted that such extension of these
ullowances as is propos«d will give new impetus
und opportunity toevil-doers in that line beyond
unyvthing knowa to the past,

“The subject presents another consideration
of no trifling importance as the result of legisla-
tion to equalize the bounties, The adjustment
and payment of two millions of Individuals'
hounty clajms, if doue by this bureau, with its
present foree, and with its own organization
with clerks. would require for its performance
inaefiuite years., It I8 no exaggeration to say
thut the payment of an entire organized rpgi-
ment in the prescribed manner involves less
time and labor than the preparation and pay-
ment of the average of one such individual
claim, which demands, as theyinlljdo,%a groping
investigntion through n long series of back flles,

*In these cases and in these tumes it will pot
do to rely upon the mere certiticate of discbarge
in the claimant’s postession ana the facts therein
stated, Buch papers are now so expertly forged
ountright or by material slterations on their tace
as copstantly to deecelve shrewd judges, They
must be corroberated by the record rolls on file,
Furthermore, clear proof of ideatity in every
ctiee must be had to protect against frand. These
bare statements will serve to give an ides of
the magnitude of the questions attending this
subjeet,”

Genernl Brice, in conclusion, suggests that if
further remuneration e persistently demanded,
lund bounties be given,

the hmits thus defined, with o generous conf-

dence and & cheerlul support,”

(n the subject of negro sulfrage the Governor
spenks very emphutically, and says universal
freedom and political equality must be defined
ag \he two eardinal principles upon which this
Government shnll hevewlter exist. Letus have
cournge to mantain  that, inasmuch as five
milliens of bondmen have become free, by the
immutable fiat ot the American people, they
shall be endowcd with all means necessary to
detend that freedom acaingt all who may attempt
to nbridge it. Herealter the politicnl power of
the Inte msurgent States must be exerplsed either
by loyal citizens or traitors, or by both con-
but sound
poiiey cun never sancton the disfranchisement
ol four millions of tried people, whose loyal bayo-
nets would constitute them an army of oceupa-
tion to the Government in the South,

The Governor opposes the immediate realmis
glon of the Biutes lately in imsurrection back
azain into the Union, and says that to expect a
permanent or satisfactory adjustment of the
Union, with the Southern Btates still adhering
to the pernicious doctrine of State sovercignty,
wonld in hi= judgment be beyond the reach of
hope; and to shield the country from the ineyi-
taplo calamnity of u hasty restoration, the refrac.
tory Btates should be kept out of the Union until
political ruarantees are received that their in-
hnabitants have abandoned their offensive theo-
ries, and their epudemics of treason are permae
nently abated,

He recommends an amendment to the Towa
Btate Constitution, striking out the word **white"”
from the articie on suffrage, in order that this
much agitated gquestion muy be submitted to the
